Somme Shell Duel 
Most Terrific in 
World’s History

WITH THE FRENCH ARMIES 
ON THE SOMME. Aug. 16.—Along 
a 30-mile horseshoe-shaped 
front, 
transformed into one colossal wall 
of solid artillery fire, one of the 
most terrific shell blastings in the 
history of the world today is draw­ 
ing a line of flame along tile entire 
Somme front. 
The stupendousness of this artil­ 
lery struggle is indescribable. 
The Germans are shelling 
hack 
frenziedly, attempting to dislodge 
French counter-attacks. 
Shells are bursting every instant 
on the whole front with one con­ 
tinuous reverberating roar. 
The curving line of fire extends 
from French positions before Clery, 
north of the Somme, to San Quen­ 
tin. thence south to the region of 
Peronne and southeast to Bateaux, 
Estrees and Royecourt. 
Shells of all calibers, both shrap­ 
nel and high explosive, are 
being 
used in tile endless blasting. 
The 
splitting of the shells defies count­ 
ing.
